Each  food  carries  one  of  these  supply 
labels: 

Plentiful  —  More  than  enough 

for  requirements. 
Adequate  —  Enough  to  meet 

needs. 

Light  —  Not  enough  for  normal 
needs. 

When  a  food  becomes  so  abundant  that 
producers  may  have  difficulty  in 
marketing  it,  a  Food  Marketing  Alert 
SPECIAL  is  published,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  monthly  publication.
